Tux home papers record that the new China 
League has now reached thut staye of de- 
velopment at whieh it is enabled to take a 
permanent office and to begin’ to place its 
views definitely before the public. One of 
tho League’s carliest actions has been. the 
circulation of a pamphlet (which we repro- 
duce in another column) setting forth the. 
position which if takes up and calling at- 
tention once more, in a public manner, to the 


-dangers of apathy in regard to the Far East. 
We need not here commend the attitude of 
the League. It is only insisting on the 
points which we and other representatives 
of the British Press in. China have long 


maintained to bo cssential for the future 
welfare of our Empire. None of the regions 
of the world awaiting development promise 
riches like those of the Empire of Chinn, 
and, if we: are, to shire in, the legitimate 
exploiiation of these, instead of seeing them 
acized by other nations who’ may proceed to 
abut us out altogether, the apathy of the 
past, which has perhaps reached its worst 
limits ' under the administration of Lord 
Saxrenvny’s Government, must be dove 
away with. As ourreaders know,the China 
League has set itself the task of conquering 
. “the indifference and ignorance of the home 
public and its representatives in Parliament, 
a difficult task and one fully calling for all 
the ability of those influential men who 
have associated themselves with the name 
of the League.. It will be seen from the 
pamphlet referred to that the nou-alienation 
of Manchuria is particularly urged~by the 
League as “a matter of vital importance to 


the future trade.of Great Britain.” ‘This | 


has bean repeatedly stated, and the fact 
j8 familiar to British residents in China.
